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In the near future, none omnia stoned officers and. privates first class 
will he provided with new insignia of rani. The distinctive buttons will he 
replaced by cloth stripes on shoulder straps. The regulations for these new 
Insignia have been published In the Vecnl Yestnlk (Official Bulletin) of the 
Ministry of Rational Defense. 


Henceforth, the shoulder straps will bear only the Insignia of rank, while 
Insignia of membership in military technical schools end military training 
centers will be worn only on the left sleeve. The rank Insignia for none omuls - 
sloned officers on active servlco or in the reserve are as follows: private 
first class, ooe scarlet stripe one centimeter wide; corporal, two atripes; 
eargj-mt, three stripes; staff sergeant, one sc-* Tint stripe two centimeters 
wide; anl starslna, one stripe two cent lie ters wide and one stripe one centi- 
meter wide. Drafted nonccsmlsslODed officers from the rank of sergeant up 
will have the same number and size of gold stripes. An additional sign oi a 
drafted nonccaalseloced officer Is & 17 -mUlineter-wide scarlet cloth strip© 
sewn aloig the center of tbs shoulder strap. Members a xL graduates of schools 
for reserve officers will have one-centimeter-wide sliver stripes sewn on the 
shoulder straps, as In the case of privates first class and nonoenmies toned 
officers. 


Members of the military academy and technicians of the military engineer- 
ing aca&wy will wear gold centimeter-wide stripes on ttelr Moulder straps, 
sewn onto a 5 -centime ter°vlde scarlet cloth backing. Only members of military 

academies have this backing under their Insignia of rank* 


Membership in military technical schools and military training centers Is 
designated by scarlet stripes; In the case of members of schools for reserve 
officers, by silver stripes. These r tripes, which are 7 centimeters long, 
are worn parallel to the cuff of the sleeve. The master of stripes is deter- 
mined by the number of years In the case of Junior cadets (one in the first 
year, two In the second, etc.); senior cadets In the first year wear one two- 
centlamter-vlde stripe, and for each additional year, a one - c ent ime ter-vid© 
stripe, with Intervals cf on© centimeter between stripes. Members of young
